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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 and 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pozzo (6,481,639). 

Pozzo shows a fragrance dispenser comprising a housing portion (6) through 
which an air discharge passage (8) interconnecting an upstream side and a down 
stream side of the housing (6), and a cartridge (20) for carrying a fragrant substance 
(35) and having vents (24) for allowing air to entrain fragrance from the cartridge (20). 
The cartridge (20) is removably mounted (column 2, lines 14-5) and rotatably adjustable 
about an axis of rotation (figure 1, axis 14) and between at least a first position and a 
second position. The cartridge is also removable in a direction transverse to the axis of 
rotation (14). Regarding claims 2-3, the cartridge (20) has a circumferential wall (22) 
extending around the axis of rotation with vents (24) being arranged in the wall (22) and 
the mounting structures (the housing 6) engage the cartridge (20) from axial opposite 
sides, making it resiliently, axial clamped. Regarding claim 7, the fragrance dispenser 
includes at least one co-operating pin (28) and recess (12) co-axial with the said axis of 
rotation (14). With respect to claims 8, 9 and 14, the cartridge (20) contains granular 
fragrance carrier substrate comprising a sent absorbing polymer material (column 4, 
lines 30-4). Regarding claims 10 and 1 1 , figure 3 shows the inlet and outlet vents, with 
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the inlet vent being located on the bottom portion of the cartridge (20) under the outlet 
vent. Regarding claim 12, Pozzo also shows an appliance (40), including a fragrance 
dispenser, having a motor, a ventilator coupled to the motor (44) and a housing (44) 
including the housing (22). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Rennecker et al (4,554,698) shows a fragrance dispenser within 
a vacuum cleaner. Mayled (5,152,397) shows a fragrance dispenser of similar shape 
with granular material. Hamiliton (5,314,669) and Johnson (5,873,529) shows show 
rotating fragrance dispensers.
